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Problem of Unemployment 


The problem of unemployment is still with us. It has been 
slightly relieved, but by no manner of means has it been solved. 
With all the relief, which has been doled out, only temporary 
relief has been afforded for those so assisted. But the problem 
of unemployment still remains largely unsolved. 

What can congress do towards solving the problem of un- 
employment? 

Congress could pass a compulsory six-hour day law to meet 
the existing unemployment emergency, which is still very acute. 
Congress could have done this four years ago or two years ago 
but it didn’t. By failing to pass an emergency six-hour-day 
law congress failed to do that which would have done far more 
in the direction of relieving unemployment than did all the 
other things that were done to afford temporary relief. 

Will congress pass an emergency six-hour law this session? 

That remains to be seen. The request of labor for such a 
law will be more emphatically repeated this session than ever. 
Yet congress failed to pass such a shorter workday law when 
the need for it was even greater than it is today. Hence it would 
seem that our lawmakers are not likely to pass it now, despite 
the fact that it is still the most needed legislation pending in 
congress. 

The reason that a compulsory six-hour day law is of such 
extraordinary importance is not that anybody expects it would 
completely solve the problem of unemployment. But such a 
law, generally established and rigorously enforced, would do 
more to eliminate our present unemployed army, than anything 
else which congress could do, or is at all likely to do, at the 
present session. 

If congress won’t or does not dare to pass a six-hour law, 
with effective teeth in it, which has been organized labor’s 
earnest request since the last depression started, then the only 
other alternative available is for labor through its unions to 
proceed to establish this shorter workday as they did to estab- 
lish the eight-hour day. 


Roosevelt and Labor 


“What will Roosevelt's attitude be towards labor during his 
second term in office? is the question being widely discussed 
today. 

It is true that labor very generally supported Roosevelt in 
the recent election. It is also true that labor expects and has 
a right to expect a fair deal at his hands. | 

But if there is anybody who imagines that either the presi- 
dent or the congress, just settling down to legislative work 
again, will fight labor’s battles for them they are just day- 
dreaming to no purpose. | 

It is generally conceded by reactionaries in high places that 
the present outlook for any swing to the right is not at all re-_ 
assuring, whereas everything indicates that any swing that may 
take place, will be towards the left. 

This means that not only is it likely that present liberal 
labor legislation will be supported and further safeguarded, but 
that additional legislation in this direction, will in all likelihood 
be enacted at the present session of congress. 

So far as labor and labor legislation is concerned, however, 
it has been demonstrated again and again that not only do the 
interests of labor sleep but labor laws invariably become dead 
letters, whenever labor fails or is in unable to muster well 
organized unions to see to it that such labor laws are enforced 
and the interests of labor safeguarded. 

What a wonderful opportunity the present set-up provides 
for labor. But that opportunity hinges almost entirely upon 
the extent to which the workers, themselves, become organized. 

The future of labor hinges largely upon the extent to which 
the unorganized of today may come to a realization of the fact 
that they must organize in order to make any further progress.

Industrial vs. Craft Unionism Is 
False Issue 

Why, my friends, it is not 
question of industrial versus craft 
unionism. Let us strip that for a 
moment. I have repeatedly said 
we apply both forms and will con- 
tinue to do it. No convention of 
the American Federation of Labor 


is for one form and against the 
other, for one exclusively and 
against the other exclusively. We 


gave the United Mine Workers of 
America an industrial charter, giv- 
ing it jurisdiction over all men em- 
ployed in and around the mines, 
and that jurisdiction will never be 
interfered with. The garment 
workers have their industrial or- 
ganization. 

Only a few months ago the ex- 
ecutive council gave to the united 


automobile workers an industrial 
charter, practically speaking re- 
serving only for the craft organ- 


izations those men who stand out 
distinctly and separately from the 
mass production workers. We gave 
them jurisdiction over every man 
employed in an assembly plant. 
Who organized them? Why, when 
we went into the automobile field 
we found every officer who now 
represents them working as non- 
union men in automobile factories. 
We spent $250,000 to organize 
them. No CIO organized that mass 
production industry. 

Who organized the rubber work- 
ers? In the same way we found 
their officers working in the rub- 
ber factories, never identified with 
any union, and when we suckled 
them to our breast, nourished them 


and gave them life they left us 
ingratitude more base than trait- 


orous arms! 

Some of you talk here tonight as 
though no attempt was made to 
organize the mass production in- 
dustries until recently. The auto- 
mobile workers’ organization, the 
rubber workers, the unions in 
cement and aluminum, the distill- 
ery workers, the flour and cereal 
workers, the workers in the Rem- 
ington-Rand plants that is the 
answer. There it is in the report, 
and we are doing it now, spending 
our thousands. We are the ones 
who are carrying on the organiza- 
tion work.
